Teenage pregnancy and its 
broader ramification is an 
annual multi-million dollar 
problem-in.- Columbus and 
Franklin County., The inci- 
dence of teenage pregnancies 
has reached crisis proportions 
and is one of Central. Ohio's 
greatest social challenges. The 
consequétices of this maiaise 
are far reaching and affect the 
economic, social and cultural 
well-being of the community. 
The retention and reversal of 
this trend is crucial. 

Amid growing concern 
about the incidence of unin- 
tended pregnancies of Black 
teenagers in Franklin County, 
Planned Parenthood of Central 
Ohio is proposing to establish 
a new Teen Service Center on 
Columbus’ east side to. help 
combat the problem. 

- Statistics for 1984, the latest 
year available, show that 634 
non-white Franklin County 
teenage women aged 15 to 19 
gave birth, along with 34 who 
were age 14 and younger. This 
was 36 percent of all births to 
Franklin County teens. While 
the numbers were down 
somewhat for the older age 
group, births to 12, 13 and 14 
year olds were the highest 
since 1975.

Holiday sang; jazz writer and 
critic Leonard Feather; pio- 
neering jazz producer John, 
Hammond, who brought many 
Black musicians to the atten- 
tion of the mainstream public 
through recordings; and Milt 
Gabler, who recorded Holiday 
on the fabled Commodore 
Records label. 

The Long Night of Lady Day 
traces Holiday's life from her 
difficult early childhood 
through her first gigs with 
Benny Goodman, Teddy Wil- 
son and Count Basie. Through 
interviews with Shaw, Holi- 
day's growing inability to cope 
with the racism of American 
society in the 1940's is 
explored, accounting, in part, 
for her increasing bitterness. 

Consistent with that are film

and servant because of racist 
film policies. 

The program also explores 
Holiday’s plummet into the 
world of drug addiction,

heroin pushing; her desperate | 


loneliness and craving for love 
and affection; and her arrest 
for possesison of heroin. 
Despite her deteriorating 
physical condition, the pro- 
gram shows how, even with her 
voice growing coarser and los- 
ing range, Holiday was able to 
use the travails of her life to 
bring extraordinary interpreta- 


tion to her music, as in‘a price- 


less clip from a 1950’s CBS 
special featuring her singing 
“Fine and Mellow”, surrounded 
by a veritable Hall-of-Fame of 
jazz musicians: saxophone 
players Coleman Hawkins, 
Lester Young, Ben Webster 
and Gerry Mulligan; trumpeter 
Roy Eldridge; and trombonist 
Vic Dickensen. 

Billie Holiday died in Metro- 
politan Hospital in New York in 
1959 from cardiac and respira- 
tory complications brought on 
by her drug use.

By Bill McKenzie 
Despite the epidemic of 
cocaine and other illicit street 
drug abuse. alcoholism is still 
the number one killer of man- 
kind in America 

Sociologist have estimated 
that there are ten million alco- 
holics in this country alone. 
However. scholars in the field of 
alcoholism have long stopped 
counting -- that ts. after they 
reached thirty million. 

The cisease of alcoholism is 
reeking havoc throughout the 
The Ohio Coast Guard 
reports that 73 percent of all 
boating accidents are caused 
by alcohol abuse ; 

The abuse of alcohol is 
responsible for more casualties 
than World War Il, the Korean 
War and the Vietnam War com- 
bined. Alcoholism. has broken 
up families, been the direct 
cause of more automobile 
accidents and has filled more 
prisons and hospitals. It has 
also been the cause of more 
jobs and commercial productiv- 
ity than any other agent known 
to man. 

During these times of eco- 
nomic stress and unemploy-* 
ment, the time now for mental 
awareness, as opposed to men- 
tal slavery, is upon us. How can 
Blacks, as a people, effectively 
deal with cut-backs in the social 
service programs or achieve 
academic progress, not to men- 
tion continuing the fight 
against racial discrimination, 
when Blacks are drunk? Have 
we joined the oppressors in 
tightning the shackies of 
slavery?

Evil empire invades America 


~ Forty years ago when drug dis- 


tributors were gaining a foothold 
in the Black slums of this country, 
White America looked. the other 
way. After ail, it was only killing 
and destroying lives that didn't 
matter. 

That attitude backfired. Today, 
America is a drug Culture. Its vic- 
tims reach into the White House 
and state houses from coast to 


coast. Now the best futures of the © 


best prepared -- and preferred -- 
are lost to the monsters of PCP, 
LSD, heroin, cocaine and its baby 
monster “crack.” 

This inexpensive, smokeable 
form of cocaine gets to the brainin 
seven seconds with a very intense, 
rapid high. Because it is cocaine, it 
can also send messages to the 
heart via the brain -- and tell it to 
stop. That's when you won't need 
anymore. 

After a few minutes, you crash 
into depression. You need to goup 
again. So you need more crack. So 
you're addicted. With heroin, your 
body tells you,\to get some more, 
with cocaine (and the cocaine 
speed demon crack), your brain 
tells you to “blow” again. — 

Like any successful business 
establishment, the peddlers of this 
death have mass produced and 
distributed this newest pheno- 
menon competitively. Even the 
poor. can afford it. The average 


crack user is a Black male in his 
twenties. Crack users frequently 
turn paranoid and violent -- and 
kill. 

In New York City, drug pushers 
have openly taken over neighbor- 
noods. The mayor is blaming the 
President and the President is 
attacking Bolivia while dope 
pushers have invaded and control 
sections of America. 

The police don't know what year 
it is and the judges in New York 
City daqn't believe that death 
peddlers should go to jail and turn 
them lose to prove it.

Columbus public schools 
opening day drawing near 


In a few weeks, over 66,000 Columbus stu- 
dents will be returning to the classroom for the 
start of the 1986-87 school year. High school 
classes will begin on August 26, while elemen- 
tary and middle school students will start on 
August 27. About one-half of the district's kin- 
dergarten students will attend an orientation 
session on August 27; the-balance of the stu- 
dents will attend the session on August 28. All 
kindergarten students will then begin school 
on August 29. Principals at the students’ 
schools will notify parents regarding which 
orientation session their children should 
attend. 

Any child who will be five om or before Sep- 
tember 30 is eligible to enroll in kindergarten; 
any child who will be six on or before that date 
is eligible for first grade. 

A student who is attending the Columbus 
Public Scnools for the first time should be reg- 
istered prior to the opening day. To enroll a 
new student, parents should call their child’s 
school rather than the Board of Education offi- 
ces. Parents who do not know which school 
their child will be attending can obtain that 
information from FACTline, the district's tele-

For registration, parents must furnish a copy 
of the child's birth certificate, as weii as proof 
of required immunizations.

Among the most recent activities of the NAACP have been 
co-sponsorship of a Columbus rally against apartheid feat- 
uring TransAfrica head Randall Robinson; establishment of 
a Black-Jewish Coalition to discuss and attempt to amelio- 
rate the rising tensions between Blacks and Jews; the 
annual Black Doilar Days campaign; local sponsorship of 
Tony Brown's “Buy Freedom” campaign; and an investiga- 
tion into the hiring and promotion policies of the local 
communications media. 

Unlike other organizations that receive funding through 
government grants, the NAACP depends completely on 
volunteer contributions and personnel. The branch has no 
paid staff, according to.Evans, “people not only spend 40 
hours a week at their jobs, but they turn around and spend 
another 30 to 40 hours after working and during lunch doing 
the work for the NAACP. The organization has to raise 
money to do everything from paying bills to filing lawsuits.” 

“What's at stake here is our independence,” Evans con- 
tinued.

“Company of the Year” for 
1986, Smith as seen his dream 
develop from an initial invest- 
ment of $15,000 into one of the 
top companies in the nation in 
the high-technology area of 
computer sales and systems. 

And, the 1963 Centra! State 
University graduate is attempt- 
ing to replicate his success 
through his efforts in working 
with other budding entrepre- 
neurs to expand the capacity of 
Black businesses. 

Smith, who spoke to a youth 
rally at the biennial convention 
of the Black Elected Demo- 
crats of Ohio (BEDO), held 
July 25 and 26 at the Columbus 
Sheraton Hotel, argued that, 
while it is difficult to give a 
summation of the state of 
affairs of all Black businesses, 
“there are not a lot of Black 
businesses in growing markets” 
such as the high-technology 

area. 

Many of the top Black busi- 
nesses are in areas such as 
automotive sales, where they 
“are respondents to what the 
industry is doing” in general, 
rather than having, as compu- 
ter companies do, the oppor- 
tunity to actally create new 
market opportunities. 

At Maxima, Smith argues,

than simply respond to, 
changes in the marketplace.” 

Smith also argued that Black 
companies face “attitudinal” 
problems in growing big. 
Smith sold 18 percent of this 
company to aerospace giant 
contractor Martin-Marietta -- 
an action for which he received 
some flack from other Black 
businessmen. 

However, Smith asserted, “a 
big problem with Black busi- 
ness people is they see giving 
up equity (through such sales) 
as a loss. | see it as a gain, if I've 
got a plan.” 

And Joshua Smith certainly 
has a plan. He is already work- 
ing with BEDO and Central 
State University to help create 
a program to find and nurture 
Black entrepreneurs. 

On a personal level, Joshua 
Smith is convinced that “we (as 
Black businesses) have to go 
for the big successes.” The 
sale of a portion of his stock to 
Martin-Marietta is part of his 
own philosphy that “ownership 
is a way to control” great 
resources in behalf of Black 
people. And his own goal? 

Joshua Smith intends to 
become the first Black com- 
pany on the Fortune 500. “It’s 
been my goal since | started 
the company.”

Two traditional favorites, bread pudding 
and creme brulee, have recently been reviv- 
ed and are appearing on restaurant menus 
everywhere. Chefs, such as Bernard Meyer 
from Nova Scotia, aren't sticking to the tried 
and true versions of these recipes. In the spirit 
of innovation, he has added the tangy flavor 

of cranberries to the custard. 


CRANBERRY BREAD PUDDING 
(Makes 4 to 6 servings) 
2 cups milk 
1 cup heavy cream 
1 vanilla bean, broken into pieces 


3 whole eggs 

6 egg yolks 

Cranberry Jam (recipe follows) 

6 slices white bread, toasted 

3 tablespons sweet butter, softened 
Confectioners’ sugar 

Mint leaves

In saucepan over medium heat, heat milk, 
cream and vanilla until small bubbles form 
around edge of pan; remove from heat and 
allow mixture to stand until cool. Strain. 

Cranberry Jam: In large saucepan over 
medium heat, stir 12 ounces (3 cups) Ocean 
Spray Fresh Cranberries, 1 cup granulated 
sugar and ‘2 cup water until mixture comes 


to a boil. Simmer, stirring occasionally, for 20 
to 25 minutes or until almost all liquid has 
evaporated. There should be about 1% cups 
jam. 


Preheat oven to 352 degrees F. In bowl, beat 
eggs, egg yolks and milk mixture until blend- 
ed. Stir in Cranberry Jam. Pour custard mix- 
ture into buttered 8-inch square baking-dish 
(or other 2-quart shallow dish). Spread one 
side of bread slices with butter; cut into about 
T-inch squares. 


Place bread squares, buttered-side-up, on 
top of custard mixture in pan; spoon some of 
custard mixture over bread squares. to 
moisten. Place baking pan in larger pan; add 
hot water up to 1 inch from top of baking pan. 
Bake 55 to 60 minutes or until edges of custard 
are set. 


Remove custard from hot water; cool or wire 
rack. Just before serving, sieve confectioners’ 
sugar over top of pudding and garnish with 
mintleaves. Serve at room temperature or 
chilled. 


ORANGE AND CRANBERRY BRULEE 
(Makes 8 to 12 servings) 

6 large navel oranges 

Grated rind of 1 lemon 

Cranberry Jam 
10 egg yolks 

Ys cup Grand Marnier 

1% cups heavy cream 
Light brown sugar 


Preheat oven to 325 degrees F. grate rind 
of 1 orange; stir orange and:lemon rind into 
cranberry jam. (Cut some thin julienne strips 
of orange for garnish, if desired; cover and 
chill.) Peel the 6 oranges; trim and discard all 
outer white membrane. Cut oranges into sec- 
tions; distribute evenly among twelve 4-ounce 
souffle cups or eight 6 ounce broiler-proof bak- 
ing dishes. Top orange sections with cranberry 
jam. 


In large bowl, beat egg yolks, Grand Mar- 
nier and cream until blended; pour mixture in- 
to souffle cups. Place in large baking pan; add 
hot water up to 1 inch from top of souffle cups. 
Place in large baking pan; add hot water up 
to 1 inch from top of souffle cups. Bake 30 
minutes or until edges of custard have set.

Gar- 
nish each cup with julienned orange rind. 
Serve immediately.

civil rights legislation despite the hostile at- 
mosphere in some areas of President Ronald 
Reagan's administration, such as the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

The Hubert Humphrey awards in memory of 
the late senator and vice-president who 
devoted his life to fair play and civil rights, 
were presented to Dr. Mary Francis Berry, Civil 
Rights Commissioner; retiring Sen.

Black families accounted for almost one- 
fourth of the nearly 700,000 person increase in 
the number of families with employed 
members in the first quarter of 1986, com- 
pared with a year earlier. About 50.5 million 
families had at least one member who was 
employed, but the proportion was somewhat 
lower for non-white families. However, over 
the past two years, the number of black 
families with employed members has increas- 
ed almost twice as fast as the overall figure, 
according to the U.S. Department of Labor 
statistics. : 

Media wage and solary earnings of all 
families were $531 a week in the first quarter 
of 1986. However, the median for white 
families was nearly 50 percent greater than 
that of blacks and almost 40 percent higher 
than the median for Hispanic families, the BLS 
reported. this is partly, because the greater 
proportion of white famiies contained two or 
more wage earners, the agency concluded.

He urged passage of the legislation despite 
a much criticized (and ignored) staff report of 
the U.S. Civil Rights commission proposing 
suspension of minority set aside programs at 
the request of “controversial” CRC chairman 
Clarence Pendleton. 

Gray said the Commission action may cause 
some legislators to tink that plans for 
elimination of government agencies for deficit 
reduction “are right.”

“| was given a talent and | decided back in 
college that | wanted to be highly visible. | 
want people to know my work and my face. 
Working on prime time television really helps 
the recognition along.” 

Alaina calls herself a martyr. This just 
means that I feel a strong “mother sense.” Her 
love for children and her musical talents have 
been blended for a children’s video, “Learn- 
ing Can Be Fun,” which she co-wrote and co- 
produced. 

The video incorporates colorful video 
graphics, cartoons, original songs and clever 
lyrics to teach some important lessons for 
younger children.

ability to discriminate accurately among the 
scents. 

Wear the fragrance for at least 15 minutes 
to allow it to interact with the body's warmth 
and chemistry. Then take a whiff and you'll 
realize the true character of the fragrance. If 
the scent is on a feather, place it in your 
lingerie drawer. or purse for 5 minutes and 
then take a whiff. 

Perfume has 3 notes, the top note, the tide 
dle note and the base note. The top note is 
the scent you smell when you first put on 
the perfume. It rapidly disappears and the 
middle note which mixes with body chemistry 
emergence. 

Finally, the base note is the scent that other 
people actually smell on you. Apply fragrance 
to the wrist, elbow (inside) base of the neck, 
all pulse points and warm areas of the body, 
(especially the pure essence.). 

If your skin is dry, apply your fragrance 
more generously as dry skin will not retain 
fragrance as long as oily skin. Keep your 
fragrances safe from extreme cold or heat. Ex- 
posure to either may upset the delicate 
balance. 

Never put scents directly on clothing or furs. 
Remember the sense of smell is far more acute 
and its associations much tonger tasting than 
those of the other human senses. So, a plea- 


sant fragrance associated witha pleasant ex- 
perience is seldom forgotten. 
Chic French Women wear pure essence 
fragrance because it has a different smell on 
each individual person. It tends to blend with 
the body chemistry well, because it contains 
no alcohol. A pure essence costs a bit more 
than perfume, but the investment is worth it. 


You don't have the same aura as your 
“friends or neighbors;” the reason Royalty 
prefers essence also. Only a few perfumes of- 
fer their essence version in the U.S.; perhaps 
it is the cost.

FRAGRANCE 

From the earliest records of civilization, 
fragrances have been used to create an aura 
of mystery and sensuality. Frankincense and 
Myrrh were highly prized in the ancient world 
and were mentioned ir the Bible. 

Perfumes have been found in the tombs of 
the Egyptian pharaohs who lived 3,000 fears 
ago, and Cleopatra used the sensuous aroma 
of rose petals in her barge to seduce Mark 
Antony. 

More than any other people, the French, 
know how to extract the perfumes of exotic 
flowers and fruits and blend them into 
mysterious scents. There are dozens of 
delightful fragrances which you can make 
a part of your beauty ensemble. 

if you are young and full of life, you can use 
any and all of the perfumes, even the strong 
musky ones, but if you are’in the midstream 
of life, you can afford the better, exclusive im- 
ported fragrances, so you don’t have the aura 
of everyone else. Sophisticated women like 
the fragrances that Royal families use. 

Women buy fragrances “to feel better, hap- 
pier and gives more self confidence.” When 
you step out in a chic new outfit, wearing an 
extrordinary fragrance, a special touch is add- 
ed that enhances your well being. 

Sometimes a perfume or essence can cost 
as much as a dress, or suit. Milady may choose 
from a variety of fragrances on the market 
ranging from the pure essence, which are very 
expensive, contain no alcohol and last 8 to 12 
hours, to perfume, eau de partum, eau de 
toilette and cologne. Note: eau means water 
is added. 

Name brand perfumes, which last from 3 to 
8 hours retail from 100 to 200 dollars an ounce.

The pure 
essence oil, (which | think is the best invest- 
ment).is around 40 to 50 dollars for an eighth 
or quarter ounce. 

Pure essence is used on the pulse points and 
warm spots of the body, and actually exudes 
an aura from within your clothing. What 
makes a fragrance “God” is not the name, but 
the ingredients used and how expertly they 
are blended together.

Less expensive than perfume are eau de 
parfum and eau de toilette. They contain less 
oil and less staying power. Cologne; which is 
about 95 percent alcohol, and quickly loses its 
scent, is the lowest priced fragrance form on 
the market. 

Don’t choose a fragrance because you like 


it on someone else. Don't buy a fragrance by 
sniffing from a bottle or by spraying the air. 
If you cannot try it on your skin, the next thing 
to skin sampling is to smell it on.a feather. 
Try only 2 fragrances at a time; otherwise 
the nose becomes “exhausted and loses its

As with their past albums, Skyy’s latest 
release is produced by Randy Muller, who is 
the leader of Brass Construction, another 
group that has had a few hit singles. On Skyy’'s 
latest album, the Muller influence is still evi- 
dent, and no radical departure of the old Skyy 
style will be found here. “Givin’ It (To You),” 
the first single, starts the album off jumpin’, 
and is followed by the similar-sounding “Love 
Attack” and “Non-Stop,” both of which sound 
like punched-up re-workings of old tracks from

years ago). “Jealousitis” contains a few in- 
teresting lyrical and instrumental hooks.
